The yl©H of rye vaa 
16^900 kllo£p%ms per hectare in 19^> compared vith 10,200 kllograii^ 
before the var. last year the yields of barley, oats, com, sngar beets, 
erarPlowrs, and other crops were also tuttch larger than in prewar Yugoslavia. 


Last year Croatian farto workers* cooperatives added 4,207 cattle, 
borses# 11,57® bogs, and 20,863 sheep.

At the beglLulng of 1949, 15 eras in Croatia i*tlll had no farm workers ' 
cooperatives. As the result of vigorous activity by partisan organltatlons 
In these sr-»£, l4 fam workers * cooperatives were fonned du~lnc February 
and Naroh In Qrubieno Polje Sre*, 9 in Elatar Sroi, 3 in Ivanec Sre*. 14 in 
Rehkovao Sres, 7 In Delnlce 8rez, and 2 In Supetar Srez. However, Insuffi- 
cient effort has beem made In 8vetl Ivan Zellna Srez, where the first fam 
workers » cooperative was fomwl 10 days ago, aM In Stubloa, Pragrada, 
DJurlJevao, and Sanobor arez. 


The best reeults have been atisined in Sl-Tonia, iriiere no srez hae lesa 
than ten f aim workers * cooperatives • There are xvnr 345 farm workers * coop- 
eratives In Slavonia, with a memberahlp of 10,000 faMilles and an area of 
50,000 hectasres. The largest concentration Q*r cooperatives in Slavonia aoi 
In Croatia la In Ball Mananti^ where 4l have been establlshal so far. 


The beat results since the aeetlng of the Second Plenum of the Central 
CoBMlttee of the Cosmiunist Party of Tugoelavla were achieved by PcKiravska 
Slatlna Srez, which had only eight farm workers' cooperatives on 1 February 
and now hae 30. Jne of the older cooperatives In this srez, TBratetvo*' In 
Paplnol, pays 18? dinars In ca^h and 62 dinars In certificates for a day's 
labor. 


There are 605 agricultural cooperatives In Croatia. These are coop- 
eratives of a general type, with a farm and a breeding station or atoek 
form. They have a total area of 31>196 hectares. There are 374 breeding
